The owner, who wishes 
to remain anonymous at this time, is a collector with an eye for quality and 
a penchant for die states, Although by no means complete, the collection 

is replete with seldom-offered rarities, several Condition Census items, and 
even some unique and near-unique die states. Also included is a nice offer- 
ing of half cent errors demonstrating some of the most dramatic errors avail- 
able. Highlights of the collection include the finest known 1803 C-2 with 
the STAT cud, incredible specimens of the 1826 C-1, 1828 Twelve Stars, 1832 
C-3, and many other late dates. Rarities include the 1804 C-2, 1805 C-2, 
1806 C-3, 1809 C-1, not to mention others of less renown. The terminal die 
states of the 1804 C-7 and 1808 C-2 are both thought to be unique. Surely, 
there is something to please everyone. 


All the grades of the coins in this grouping were agreed upon by the owner 
and Mssrs. McGuigan, Fischer and Guth. Ron Guth prepared the catalogue and 
the descriptions. The grading is very conservative and every effort has been 
made to accurately present the true condition of the coins. Of course, your 
satisfaction is guaranteed and returns are permissible within ten days of 
receipt of the coin(s) FOR ANY REASON,

This is the second rarest major variety of 1794, with less than 
40 examples known, the majority of them in ugly condition. Edge letter- 
ing reads reverse up. $1300.

Overall Good-4, the grade irrelevant, as this 
is one of the rarest half cent varieties. Since Cohen's first edition 
of 1971 most of the rarer varieties have been uncovered in modest nun- 
bers. Not so with this variety. The last one found was by Herb Silber- 
man just recently, the one before that was several years ago and was 
discovered by Bill luebke. This specimen is one of the eight known to 
Cohen in 1982 and one of only NINE known today! Easily distinguished by 
the Fallen 4, cross-eyed zeroes designation given by Cohen. Struck from 
misaligned dies with weak rims at the left obverse and reverse; the mis- 
alignment was the probable cause of the early failure of the dies. line
